George raised their taxes more than they thought he had n right to do. They 
said they wouldn't pay the taxes, ana :is it was on the Fourth of July the 
paper which said so was signed. That is the reason we celebrate the date us 
Independence day. 


"But before King George would agree to let them nlone n long and cruel 


war between Knsland and America was fought. 
Many brave Americans en- 


listed under Ueneraf George Washington, and when the war was over the Eng- 
lish were glad to go home and let the Yankees do as they pleased. This was 
called the war of the devolution. 


"Among the American officers none was braver than General Daniel Mor- 


gan, and no one was more feared by the English soldiers. General Morgan 
was a terrible lighter. 
Not only did he think that the English king had no 


right to tax Americans, but he had a grudge of his own against the English. 


"And this is how the grudge began. When England was at war with the 


French and Indians Daniel was a wagon boy in the army that marched over 
the mountains from Virginia to tight the French at old Fort Puquesne. One 
day something happened which was blamed on Daniel. 
The boy was not 


guilty, but the stupid and ill tempered officer in charge of the wagoners 
scolded him so sharply that the boy was provoked to reply. Angry at being 
answered in this way, the officer ordered that Daniel should be whipped, and 
he set the punishment at 500 lashes. 


"The boy took the thrashing quietly, but he fainted when it was over. He 


always claimed that the man who counted the strokes made n mistake iu 
counting and that he had been given only 409 instead of GOO lashes. 
Often 


when he told the story to the soldiers around the campfirc in later days when 
he was an officer in the Revolutionary army he said, with a laugh, that the 
British still owed him one blow. 
"lie never i'oi-got the unjust whipping and was one of the first to nnswer 


the call of the colony for soldiers when their war with England began. 
He 


gathered a troop of riflemen from the mountains of Virginia and Pennsylvania. 
These became famous for their courage and skill with the gun. They had 
been hunters and learned to shoot in hunting the deer and bear and wildcat 
in their own mountains. They feared nothing and never missed fire when they 
aimed their guns at anything. Morgan fought until the close of the Revolu- 
tion and then went home to his farm near Winchester, Va., where he lived 
until the close of his life."

ilong the Kmmittsburg road 
A com- 


pany of sharpshooters were sent out 


d they returned \\lth the news that 


Jhe woods were s-v_rming> with Con- 
'ederates. The finnf continued at In- 
ervals until about thre* o'clock in the 
ifternoon when there was a terrific 
:onfiict 
around Round Top which 


rolled on toward the Peach Orchard 
The artillery fire was appalling, but 
this was onlj the prelude to more 
Jeaperate work 
General Longstreet, 


jne of the greatest generals of th-j 
Confederacy, was moving his men 
'own to strike the extreme Union left 
i blow and If possible crush It. 
The 


men In grey came on until It wa.s 
'nought that Little Round Top woulJ 
fkll tfito their ttanffs. but "The arflvTT 
if Sykes' Corps saved the day for the 
Union forces at this particular point 


General Weed was shot while on the 


summit of Little Roujicl Top 
Believ- 


ing that he was about to die he was 
jiving Lieutenant Hazolett h s final 
nessage when the bullet of a Confecl- 
•rate sharpshooter sank into Hazlett's 
araln and he fell dead across the bodv 
jf his dying fncnrt 
General Weed was 


\arriprt tn the Bushman farm house 


nearby which had been turned into a 
hospital. 
He knew thct he could live 


only a few minutes longer, and when 
Lieutenant 'William H. Crennell came 
to his side he asked that the ring he 
wore be taken from his finger and 
sent with his pocketbook containing 
prnate letters to the young lady to 
whom 1 e was engaged to be married 
—the daughter of the late Simon Cam- 
eron of Pennsylvania, who for a time 
was Secretary of War in Lincoln's 
Cabinet 
The greatest bravery was display "d 


by both armies and there were si \ 
eral hand-to hand -con-fiicts. The-ap* **- 
l.nown as the Wheatfield and the \ 
ley of Death were covered with tnc 
dead and d>mg and after the storm 
of battle had ended and the hospital 
corps and burial parties came on the 
field the scene was a most horrible 
one 
Down in the Valley of Death 


they found the body of a Confederate 
soldier—a fine spp^irne i rf manhood 
He had cr-xwlrd a i y to a secluded 
spot behind a rock and : Id himself 
down to die

c'asped was an open locket contain- 
ing the pictures of three small chil- 
dren 
Wounded and alone, the din of 


battle still sounding In his ears, he had 
ga3ed upon the faces of the l-iree chil- 
dren so soon tj l.e f- herless.

man was burled with the sample head- 
stone "UNKNOWN" to mark the spot, 
while somewhere In the sunny South 
three little children waltsd in vain for 
the father whose last act In life was 
to look upon their baby faces

It is said that General 


Warren never made an official report 
r -id was always extremely modest In 
speaking of his work there. 
. At the close of the day in this part 
of the field the Union forces still held 
" Ittie Round Top, while the Confed- 


erates were at the westerly base ol 
the hill and we- also holding the 
rocky cavern known as Devil's Den. 
While thaa« mftmentous events were 
transpiring at ffle left i -e fighting on 
the right was MO less severe for Gen- 
eral Ewell was at the same time mak- 
ing a well-directed effort to carry the 
right of the Union line, and It was dur- 
ing this engagement that the famous 
charge of the Louisiana Tigers was 
made. These men came forward se-- 
enteen hundred strong and met the 
Union forces JU^a hand to hand coi- 
fllct. It was'^HSarly'' dark when the 
charge took, pitujo, and the semi-dark- 
ness added to the horror of the car- 
nage. 
One of, the most 
dramatic 


scenes occurred -when a Confederate 
lieutenant tried to grasp the battery's 
guidon which was planted on the 
breastworks. 
As he wiis in the act 


of gaining it a soldier named Riggin, 
who was its bearer, rode up and shot 
him through the body, and seizing the 
colorg Riggin leveled his revolver 
again, but ere he could flre he fell 
mproed \\ith bullets and soon affor- 


expired. The men of both armies 


were now In the midst of the battery, 
and In the darkness it was, difficult 
to distinguish friend from foe. 
A 
struggle for the guidon ensued. 
It 


had fallen Into the hands of a Con- 
federate. 
This was discovered by 


Lieutenant Brockway, who seized a 
stone and felled him to the ground 
and the next Instant the Confederate 
was shot by his own musket. 
The 


Confederates by this time outnum- 
bered the Union soldiers and the wild- 
est fighting followed 
"Death on our 


own State soil rather than give the 
enemy our guns!" cried the Pennsyl- 
vanlans. 
Just at that moment Car- 


roll's Brigade carne to the rescue and 
the Tigers retreated—these men of 
Early's Division who boasted that they 
had never before been re julsed In a 
charge. 
They retired with barely six 


hundred men and were never known 
afterward as an organization. 


The Intense loyalty of these men to 


he Southern cause was shown in an 
incident rela'ed by a Confederate sur- 
ceon who told the story a few days 


after the fight. 
He was pushing his 


way through a crowd of idle spec- 
tators when one of the wounded men 
called to him. 


"Are you a Confederate?" he In- 


quired In a feeble voice. 


"Yes. 
What can I do for you," 


asked the surgeon going to his side 
The man caught hold of the surgeon's 
arm and said pathetically, "What do 
you think, doctor' I am wounded and 
d -ing in the defense of my countr> 
and these people are trying to make 
me take the oath of allegiance to 
thelr's."

There was something BO Intensely 


| loyal in the man's voice and manner 
that the crowd moved away in silence 
and the surgeon was so overcome that 
he dared not speak lest he should 
burst into tears. So he merely pressed 
the hand of the loyal Southerner upon 
whose brow the death shadows were

Out In a barn which had been 


turned into a hospital the nurse was 
going his rounds when he came upon 
a young soldier from the North who 
had aided In -epulsing the Tlgers-but 
one of their bullets had given him a 
mortal wound.
